that was borne after the Spirite; even 
ſo is it nowe: hee ſpeaketh of Iſnael 

and / ſaac, and yet we do not reade in 
the ſcripture of any perſecution be- 
tweene them, neither did Iſmael per- 
ſecute his Brother I ſaac, with hande 
or ſworde, but that which is worſe, 
proudly & arrogantly, he raiſed him 
felfe againſt him, mocking him, and 
as it were, treading vnder feete the 
promiſe of God. And this dealing by 
the apoſtle is called a perſecution, & 
in deede there is not any perſecution 
more greeuous to the Children of 
God then this. Nowe who doth not 
dayly ſee, that the beſt Chriſtians,and 
the purenes of Religton are greatly 
perfecuted, by Papiſts, Atheiſts, and 
Hipocrites, as! ſaac was by his Bro- 
ther Iſnael, And of all matters of re- 
ligion, I thinke there is ſcarſe any in

theſe dayes more generally hated of 
ſuch kind of men, then that, which is p 
moſt alrogether, & almaſt only hand} f 
led in this ſimple Sermõ. For theſe &

Baptiſine,of the reſurrection, oketernall 
iudgement, are able to ſaie nothing to as 

ny purpoſe: but pet let it bee ſo that ſome 
tan doe this, they can teach as they ſate in 
ſome meaſureꝛthei tan Catechiſe, and ow 
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T the grotmdes of Religion , pet this will 


nat ſerue the turne, there muſt bee buil⸗ 
ding after the foundation, there muſt be a
